The average’ annual appropriation for the 
Department ‘of Parks during the last five 
years has been about $450,000. The. csti- 
mates of the départment for 1881, even after 
deducting 10 per cent. fromthe salaries of 
employes, as required by law, aggregate

> THE DRIFP OF SENTIMENT. 

j Ths. intense interest felt in the present 
‘canvass, and the important consequences in- 
volved , in its issde, give'a peculiar ‘signifi- 
cance to every indication of the drift of: 
popular sentiment. The results of the State 
elections in Indiana and. Ohio are awaited 
with a solicitude which has not been equaled 
in recent years, because it. is expecte” that 
they will show the direction and momen- 
tum, of the curreht of feeling in a way 
to sforeshadow. the popular verdict, in 
November. The ; division’ that can ‘be 
calculated in adyance is so clove that the 
position of one or two important States may 
determine ‘the result. This fact not only 
gives great interest to anything indicating 
the attitude of the péople of those States, 
but it brings the considerations involved in 
the national canvass to bear upon them with 
such force as to make their action in a State 
election much the same’as it is likely to be 
in the Presidential election. Indiana has for 
;some years ‘been « Democratic . ‘State: The 
margin of advantage. at the opening of the 
campaign was still on that side,-and if the 
Republicans. ‘can carry the State on Tuesday 
next it will be a decided ‘gain, ‘showing: that 
the general current is in their favor. ‘Such a 
result would not only be of great significance 
as indicating the general drift of sentiment 
in the country; bat it would exert a very 
mite) monger pon the wavering and 
halting fyote.

The pre- 
liminary election for Inspectors and Assess- 
ors in Delaware is anather indication of the 
general drift of sentiment. In 1876 the Dem- 
ocrats hada majority of over 2,600 in a total 
vote of about 24,000. At the ‘‘little election’’ 
this year the total ‘vote for Inspectorawas 
18,202, and the Democratic majority only 
856, while the city of Wilmington, in 
which the industrial and commercial inter- 
ests of the State are almost wholly concen- 
trated, was carried by the Republicans. This 
result has been obtained in spite of the fact that 
for some years the Democrats have had entire 
control in the State and the election machin- 
ery was wholly in their hands. These indica- 
tions from Connecticut and Delaware, as well 
‘as. those which appear in the various party 
demonstrations in Indiana and Ohio, show 
the prominent place which business interests 
occupy in .this contest.. While the under- 
lying principles ‘and tendencies of ‘parties are 
of. great importance, they do not have such 
@ hold upon the popular mind as do the 
matefial interests upon which their pros- 
perity and welfare are more immediately de- 
pendent.. There is a very general feeling 
that the country has entered: upon an era of 
commercial and industrial success in which 
all are concerned and which is likely to be 
imperiled by a change of Administration. 
The apprehension-of peril is well founded, 


and it is likely to have an important influence: 


in determining the result of coming elections.

THE SPEAKING OF THE SPHYNX. 


Gen. GRawr is. usually credited with the 
possession of great shrewdness and caution. 
Whatever his enemies may say against him, 
he has never been. known, in the classic lan- 
guage of.one of the satirists of his time, to 
** slop over.”’ He has ‘been called the Silent 
Man, the Sphynx, and the Dumb Oracle. 
It may be admitted, for the argument’s sake, 
that he is a Osar ambitions of poljtical pre- 
ferment; a usurper scheming in the wilds of 
Galena for a -third term; a Caligula 
smoking his cigar while the Republic 
is going to the bad. ‘Further than this; we 
may admit.that he is intoxicated with power, 
and that ‘he is already looking forward to 
his re-election in 1884, when the often-post- 
poned overthrow of our liberties will take 
place, and Uxyeses will be Imperator, Dic- 
tator, and what not, of the subverted Repub- 
lic. Let us concede all this. Let uscon- 
cede that our liberties will be gone when 
Granr in future years shall have a third 
term, when Mr, Tiripzw . will utterly refuse 


These things may all be conceded. We 
may even imagine that the stars shall shoot 
madly from their spheres, and that general 
chaos may come; but, in the wreck of mat- 


pretation of the. Catholic faith, It also had 


to conquer the political prejudices growing 


‘out of the Revolution. This explains its 
early. position, Then it experienced in a 
new soil most of: the chills and fevers of 
the English Church, and was more con- 
cerned with. points of debatable doctrine 
than with its proper work as a Church of 
Christ in America. For this and for 
other “reasons it lagged behind as 
a pioneer in evangelistic movement, and has 
not yet obtained a following proportionate 
to its-influence: Its General Conventions 
have been chiefly notable as arenas in which 
theological battles have been fought, and its 
energies have been largely consumed in con- 
quering at the hands of its members the 
freedom necessary to its existence and 


growth. Some of the ablest men: in -the | 


country have participated. in. thege debates, 
and ever since the General. Convention was 
organized, in 1786, the. triennial session has. 
been marked by what has been called an 
ecclesiastical crisis. The great crisis camé in 
this City in the Convention of 1874, when the 
principle announced a few years earlier by 
the Rey. Dr. Jomm Corron Sworn, that the 
office of parties is to represent ‘schools of 
opinion tolerant: of one another, because 
‘each is the complement of the-other, first 
obtained recognition in ecclesiastical circles. 
Ritualism conquered. in that convention be- 
cause it had a right to exist as a school of 
opinion, and the Low Church Party passed 
through the agonies of death -in opposing it, 
But the contest was wider and greater than 
the. triumph of party. The point at stake 
was whether the Episcopal Church should 
remain a respectable sect, representing.the 
‘opinions of ahandful of religionists, or grow 
out into a broad, vigorous, and catholic 
body, tolerant. of all opinions which 
do ‘not conflict -with the essentials 
of faith.  Toleration triumphed, and 


‘men like Bishop Ovumene, who had 


regard to but one set. of opinions, 


| withdrew to more congénial quarters. At: 


the convention. which met in Boston in 1877, 
the Epistopal Church for the first time in its 
history, met without a crisis and had no 
burning . questions to discuss. “The tone of 
that convention was set chiefly by two men; 


Bishop Wiiutame, of Connecticut, and 


Gen, Jonn H. Deverzvx, of Ohio, who in- 
sisted that their Ohurch should oil its ma- 
chinery and put itself into closer contact 
with the American people. This. oiling be- 
gan three years ago and: has gone on from 
one part of the organization to another, step 
by step, until the Episcopal Church to-day, 
with all ite drawbacks, mostly the: friction 
ineident. to. rusty .machinery, is prob- 
ably in’ sounder condition, more catholic, 
more tolerant, more effective in all the de- 
partments of its administration than at any 
previous period in its history. 

It 1s evident that the Episcopal Church has 
grown away from its old self, and that its 
leaders are rising to vital and pressing ques- 
. tions of Christian movement... Itmay be ques- 
tioned how far this feeling exists among the

GARIBALDIANISM. 

Just at present GaRIBALpI is. causing a 
good deal of anxiety to Italian Govern- 
ment, and. although it is that for the 
moment the General has been induced to ab- 
stain from ‘any open violation of the law, it 
is-evident that Garibaldianism and the mon- 
site cannot much longer live on peaceful 


Pitas the Garibeldian officers there was 
no braver man or better soldier than Major 
Canzio.. Some years ago. he married 
Teresrra GARIBALDI, the General’s daugh- 
ter by his South American wife, and by her 
he is the father of that extraordinarily 
named family of children, among whom 
are Loycouw Canzio and Joan Brown 
Oanzio. A year ago, during a procession 
in Genoa in honor of. Mazzni, Republican 
flags and. disloyal mottoes. were. displayed, 
which compelled the interference of the Po- 
lice. A tumult followed, in which Oanzro 
took part, and in consequence of which he 
Was arrested, tried, and sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment. He ‘appealed from 
the judgment. of the court, and while the 
matter was still pending became concerned 
in‘another political tumult in Milan. Re- 
cently his condemnation was affirmed by a 
higher court, and he has just been commit- 
ted to prison in Genoa-in pursuance thereof, 

GARIBALDI was naturally indignant at the 
condemnation of his son-in-law and inti-. 
mate friend. He imagined that the Prime 
Minister, Carraour, himself an old comrade 
of Canzio in the Garibaldian campaigns, 
would procure the annulment of the sen- 
tence. Oatrozg however, could do noth- 
ing. In spite of Canzro’s services to the 
country, and of his relationship to the hero 
of the mation, there was no way in which 
he could be liberated without a man iflest in- 
justice, His offense was clearly proved, and 
if. Italy is to be governed by law, it is. im- 
possible to license Garibaldians to commit 
disorders which are forbidden to other-men. 

When it was-evident that Oanzio would 
be compelled to undergo his sentence, G-ant- 
Batpr and his son Manorrr resigned their 
seats in Parliament, and the General em- 
barked for «Genoa. . There can be little 
doubt that his purpose was to gather together 
his old soldiers, to attack the prison, and to 
release Camzro by force. Fortunately, 
Mumnort: is much cooler than his father, 
and itis believed that through him Oarrorr 
prevailed upon the old hero to abandon his 
purpose. It is now given out that 'Gaxt- 
BALDI- went to Genoa merely because his 
health required a change of air, a pretext 
that imposes upon no one, but which affords 
the General.an excuse for his extracrdinary

Italian Government, If Ganrsaupr had 


chosen to call on ‘his followers to attack the 


Genoese prison, they would have obeyed him 
without the slightest regard to consequences, 
The past services of GarreaLpr have been 
so: great, and the nobility of his character 
before old age affected his mind was so 
conspucious, that the: Government shrinks 
from laying hands on him, and dreads above 
all things the necessity of treating him as a 
public enemy. Still, the fact remains that 
in his present ;dotage Gartsatpr is capable 
at any moment of kindling the flames of 
civil war, and that there is a large body of 
reckless men, utterly devoted to his service, 
who will follow him wherever he may lead. 

Were Garrsanpi to die, the Garibaldians 
could be easily kept in order, for. not only 
would their sole reason for existence as a 
sect be wanting, but public sentiment would 
heartily. support the-Government in repress- 
ing disorder with-a firm hand. As long, 
however; as Garraxpr lives the Govern- 
ment must be constantly on its guard against 
him, and:must look upon Garibaldianism as 
the. most difficult. and dangerous. problem 
with which it has to deal. : 


The victory of King’s Mountaip is only one

During. the last few days frequent compari- 
son has been made between the’ catarrhal infia- 
enz4 how prevalent. among horses in this City and 
the epizooty of 1872-8.

Every one has heard 
the cough and geen the discharge from the nostrils 
which. are characteristic of both epidemics, but in 
extent and fatality happily this year’s visitation is, 
as yet at least, far the inferior. The epizooty of 
18972 made ite first appearance, also at the close of 
a hot Summer, at Toronto, Canada,at. the end of 
September. A fortnight later it reached New- 
York by way of Niagara, and by the end of October 
40,000 horses in thisCity and 18,000 in Brooklyn 
had been attacked by it. It followed the Atlantic 
slope southward, and in two months reached Gal- 
veston. Then it followed the Missiasippi north. 
ward to St. Louis, where it turned westward, reach- 
ing Colorado, Wyoming. and Nevada in January, 
1978, and California. soon afterward. Chicago and 
the lake region were visited. about the same time 
as this City, Northern New-England about the end 
of October, and Southern’ New-England early in 
November. This year no fatal cases, we believe, 
have been reported, but in 1872 a good part of a 
column of Tam Trs-was needed on tie 
to merely give a list of the stables where, 


cases had occurred, the total deaths being, of,
